Clinton Will Be Alter the Prize, Too, 
and the Prairie Queen Must 
Hustle Herself. 


Men Paid Liberally for the Privilege 
of Working iu the Kansas 
City Shops. 


If the Business M en ’s League, to 
be organized at Hotel Sicher to­ 
night, desires to make a ten-strike, 
let a committee be appointed to 
look after the contemplated exten­ 
sion of the St. Louis, Kansas C ity 
and Colorado road from Union, 
Franklin county, westward. 
A s stated in yesterday’s D e m o ­ 


c r a t , it has already been decided 
to extend the line from Union to 
Versailles, and if the proper effort 
is put forth there is a strong possi­ 
bility that the extension would at 
least be continued to Sedalia, even 
if not to Kansas C ity this season. 
T he original survey ran though 
Sedalia, but the people of Clinton 
want the road, to 
connect 
there 
with the Blair line and run thence 
to Kansas City, and they will be in 
the field for the prize in the event 
the line is to be extended westward 
from Versailles. 
A Jefferson C ity dispatch to to­ 
day’s Globe-Democrat had the fol­ 
lowing on the subject : 
Lieut. Gov. A . H. Bolte return­ 
ed to Jefferson C ity today, after a 
trip through Miller, Morgan and 
Cole counties with General M ana­ 
ger 
Mitchell, of 
the St. Louis, 
Kansas 
C ity 
and Colorado rail­ 
road. 
The 
extension 
of 
this 
road, 
which now extends from St. Louis 
to 
Union, 
Franklin 
county, 
is 
projected 
as 
far 
west 
as 
V e r­ 
sailles, in Morgan county, and it 
is understood that the money for 
its construction has been secured 
from eastern capitalists. 
The road is in the hands of the 
federal court. 
The line of the ex­ 
tension will tap rich zinc, lead and 
coal regions in Cole, Miller and 
Morgan counties, besides valuable 
timber districts. 
It is expected that the road will 
follow closely the line of what is 
known as the “ Emerson survey,” 
which will take the road 
about 
eighteen miles south of Jefferson 
City. 
Gov. Bolte will assist the compa­ 
ny in securing right of w ay through 
the counties traversed by the road. 
The Santa Fe owns the bonds of 
the road, and it will shortly be sold 
to satisfy the Wabash judgment.

schemes ever discovered in railroad 
circles. 
Just how many, if any, 
of the foremen and other employes 
of the company were 
implicated 
cannot be ascertained, and those 
in a position to 
know refuse 
to 
talk. 
It is claimed, however, that 
every man discharged 
last week 
was implicated, both as “ produc­ 
ers” and “ receivers,” and it was 
for that reason they were discharg­ 
ed 
It is claimed by some that 
very 
nearly 
$800 
was collected 
every month, but it is not known 
who shared in the division. 
It is 
suspected that more than one offi­ 
cial reaped some benefit. 
It is impossible to learn the ex­ 
act result of the investigation, as 
it is not yet completed. 
The men 
discharged were caught in a trap 
set 
by the 
officials. 
Some time 
ago certain 
men 
applied at the 
shops for employment. They were 
approached on the subject of con­ 
tributing 
to

“ contingent” 
fund; 
they 
consented 
to 
con­ 
tribute their 
portion 
and 
were 
put 
to 
work. 
They 
became 
dissatisfied 
with 
the 
conditions 
under which they 
had 
accepted 
employment and circulated a peti­ 
tion among other employes who 
were 
under 
the 
lash, protesting 
against 
voluntary 
(?) 
contribu­ 
tions. 
It 
was 
the 
aim 
of 
the 
“ revolutionists” 
to 
secure 
evi­ 
dence 
against 
those 
who 
were 
exacting blood money, and then 
place the 
matter 
before the of­ 
ficials. 
T w o detectives were sent from 
St Louis. 
They presented them­ 
selves at the shops and applied for 
work. 
They were sounded in re­ 
gard to the “ fund,” and matters 
being satisfactory to them, 
they 
were put to work. 
This was the 
beginning of the end. 
The sleuths 
mingled with their fellow w ork­ 
men and became thoroughly 
ac­ 
quainted with the whole scheme. 
Their discoveries were reported to 
the 
general 
superintendent 
and 
vice president at St. Louis. 
Circular letters were sent to all 
the workmen, including laborers, 
engineers and firemen. 
In this let­ 
ter each man was asked to state the 
exact amount he had paid for the 
privilege of holding his position. 
They were all 
assured that the 
company would refund whatever 
money had been contributed to the 
fund. 
This proved an inducement 
to open confessions, and a number 
were made. 
Those who had con- 
contributed were recompensed and 
discharged 
It is said that before the investi­ 
gation 
is 
completed 
other 
dis­ 
charges will follow and there are 
hints at probable arrests. 
It has 
been intimated that there is a pos­ 
sibility of the 
pay 
rolls 
having 
been padded 
and 
many 
“ straw 
men” have been drawing comfort­ 
able salaries. Another method that 
is said to have been in vogue was 
the employment of 
laborers and 
placing them on the pay roll as 
skilled 
mechanics. 
The present 
investigation 
will 
determine 
to 
what extent this system of robbery 
has been practiced, if at all. 
The officials announce that they 
do not insinuate by any means that 
all those discharged are guilty, and 
some in fact who are relieved they 
know to be innocent, but the roll
